Insists He Never Shared in’ Al- 
leged Bribe Paid by Downey 
to Get Contract. 











SANDS HIS GUARDIAN ANGEL 


Also Caused All His Troubles, 
Witness’ Says, Describing 
Transactions with Banker. 


R. Wilmer Bolling, hrother-in-law: of 
President. Wilson and. Treasurer of the 
United States Shipping Board, appeared’ 
yesterday as a witness before the Con- 
gressional Committee on Shipping Board 
operations. He denied all the allega- 
tions made by Tucker K.~- Sands, tor- 
merly Vice President and Cashier of the 
Commercial National Bank of Washing- 
ton, D. C., to the effect that Bolling, 
Lester Sisler,. former Secretary of the 
Shipping Board, and John Cranor,. a 
representative of WalHace Downey, had 
shared in a $40,000 bribe paid to Sands 
by Downey to influence Shipping Board 
officials in-awarding a contract tothe 
Downey Shipbuilding Corporation. 

Mr. Bolling’s testimony was corrobo- 
rated in part by Mr. Sisler who, at the 
night. session, also denied’.the Sands’s 
charges. 

Mr. Bolling described: his close friend- 
ship for the former banker, which had 
continued until, almost the time Sands 
brought the mame ofthe President's 
brother-in-law into the investigation of 
the Shipping ard's actiyities. He ce- 
scribed Sands, not only as: his neighbor. 
and friend, but as.a''‘ guardian angel,"’ 
who, nevertheless, ‘seemed to have 
brought losses to every. financial trans- 
action he had-ever handled-for the wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Bolling expressed the theory that 
Santis, after unsticcessfully trying to in- 
duce Bolling,¢through the latter's per- 
sonal relations: with the President, to, 
intercede for the-banker in an indict- 
ment under the. National Banking - -act, 
had hinted to newspaper men of certain 
revelations against Bolling, hoping. that 
Bolling.could be made.to do what the 
banker wanted. Subsequently, Mr. Boll- 
ing - thought, -the former banker: found 
himself in a position from which ‘he 
could not “‘ crawl out,’" and had to go 
through with his charges. 

Tells of Anonymous Letters. 

That Sands was involved in the circu- 
lation of the origitial reports of bribery 
against Bolling was the belief vf the 
witness, who told of two anonymous 
letters threatening his. exposure.. He 
expressed the belief that the letters were 
written by either Sands or his wife. 

A stenographic statement that the wit- 
ness. had made in the presence of Ad- 
miral Benson was read in part to the 
witness by Chairman Walsh, who ques- 
tioned him particularly about his alle- 
gation that Sands, who owed him $500 
on a house built for the former banker, 
had offered to *‘ take care’’ of Bolling 
out of a commission of $1,000 from Wal- 
lace Downey. On that occasion, the 
witness testified, he had told Sands he 
would be glad to receive the balance due 
on the house, but that. he would not ac- 
cept money in any way connected with 
the commission. , 

*Weren’t you interested, as an of- 
ficial of the Shipping Board, when he 
told you he was making a fee out of 
this contract?"" asked Chairman Walsh. 

‘* I didn’t give it a thought,”’ asserted 
the witness.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 30 (Associated 
Press).—‘‘ Mexico will not ask admission 
to the League of Nations, but, should an 
invitation to membership be extended by 
the League, it would be given consider- 


ation.”’ 

This declaration was made by General 
Alvaro Obregon, President-elect of the 
republic, in an interview today with The 
Associated Press, during which -he dis- 
cussed various problems that will de- 
mand hts attention when he assumes the 
Presidency at midnight tonight. 

Petroleum regulations, the labor situa- 
tion, radicalism and his proposed legis- 
lative projects were discussed. 

*‘ The great problem’ I face as the next 
Mexican Executive: is ‘that of general 
reconstruction,”” he declared.. 
reflected my ‘attitude toward various 
problems in a series of projects which 
I have already supmztted to Congress 
for consideration. Of first interest to 
Americans, of course, is the oil problem, 
and in this connection I might say that 
Articles 15 and 27 will not be abrogated. 
But.I am sure that within a short time 
a commission will be appointed to regu- 
laté the application of these articles. 

‘*I do not intend to make any recom- 


mendations to Congress nny petro- 
leum matters beyond urging at the 
commission be established and that ail 
parties concerned be given fair and just 
treatment. I feel certain that this prob- 
lem ultimately’ will be settled to the en- 
tire satfsfaction of all concerned.”’ 

Asked what he considered the most 
significant results accomplished by the 
new Mexican Government, which retires 
tonight, General Obregon answered that 
undoubtedly its greatest work was the 
pacification of the republic, which, he 
added, *‘ is a- Sequence to the revolution- 
ary movement of last Summer.”’

OTTAWA, Nov. 30.—The Canadian 
Government passed an Order in Council 
today intending to restrict Immigration 
of mechanics, artisans and laborers by. 
increasing the individuel financial en- 
trance requirements from $50 to $250. 
This was done,in order to alleviate the 
condition of unemployment now prevail- 
ing in the Dominion. 

The order becomes effective along Oe | uae 
international boundary on Dec. 15 and 
at ocean ports on Jan. 1. 

The new order does not affect tourists, 
commercial travelers or returning Cena- 
dians. It states that “‘a considerable 
amount of unemployment prevails in 
parts of Canada and that the progpects 
for employment are not likely to im- 
prove during the next few months.” 
Paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of the former 
Order in Council applicable to me- 
chanics, artisans and laborers have 
been suspended and four others—substi- 
tuted. The first provision says: 

‘‘No immigrant of the mechanic, 
artisan or ~laborer. classes, whether 
, Shall be allowed to 
land in Canada unless he possesses, in 
his own right, money to the amount of 
$250, and, in addition, transportation to 
his destination in Canada.”’

In his reply to the sixty prominént 
Catholics who protested concerning the 
Thanksgiving Day riot at the Union 
Club,. Arepbishop Patrick J. Hayes 
overldoked *‘ an opportunity,””. according 
to J. Frederic Tams, Vice President of 
the club and member of its House Com- 
mitte. 

Mr. Tams made his comment yester- 
day in the course of an interview, dis- 
closing that ‘the Arehbishop had asked 
him to call at the archiepsicopal resi- 
dence, Madison. Avenue and -Fiftieth 
Street, last Sunday: Mr..Tams had an 
interview of an hour and a half with 
his Grace and was accompanied by two 
prominent members: of the Cathedral 
parish, one a®Trustee of St. Patrick's. 

“‘In regard to the reply of the Arch- 
bishop to the address of his co-religion- 
ists, several of whom JI know to be mem-~ 
bers of the congregation. of the Cathe- 
dral,’’ said Mr. Tams, in response to a 
question, ‘‘I have only one comment to 
make, namely, that I think the Arch- 
bishop lost a great opportunity to place 
a great Church actively aud prominently 
on the side of law and order, rather 
than, if not actually encouraging the un- 
ruly elements, certainly not discourag- 


ing them, 

‘* In his reply to the signers of the ad- 
dress to him, the Archbishop says that 
‘what happened on Thanksgiving Day is 
locked as to inception, power and: re- 
sponsibility in the mysterious realm of 
the psychology of the crowd.’ 

“In/my interview with him on Sunday 
afternoon, when 1 was accompanied by 
two prominent members of the Cathe- 
dral congregation. I made the point with 
his Grace, referring to that same psay- 
chology of the crowd, that, while there 
was nothing actually or directly incitive 
to disorder and riot in the address: of 
Mgr. Lavelle, there was sufficient to 
prepare the minds of that particular 
crowd to function the wrong way on 
the slightest excuse, and that with the 
same element at large, as represented by 
the contingent: at the Cathedral, the db- 
sence of words of emphatic disapproval 
would be taken, if not as approval, cer- 
tainly as license.

It ig perhaps unfortunate that the 
Jewish organizations whose officers 
and representatives sign the ‘state- 
ment we publish today should have 
thought it necessary to make any 
reply .to the slanders upon the 
Jewish race which have recently 
been circulated, for the most part 
anonymously, in this and other coun- 
tries.

torious. Secretary Coxpy, however, 
did not base his case upon the pros- 
pect that the United States would soon 
ratify the Treaty and enter the 
League. The American view of the 
right of the United States to be con- 
sulted about the Mesopotamian trus- 
teeship and to share in trade oppor- 
tunities was expressed as follows: 

The United States, as a participant 
in that conflict and as a contributor to 
its successful issue, cannot consider 
any of the Associated Powers, the 
smallest not less than itself, debarred 
from the discussion of its consequences 
or from participation in the rights and 
privileges secured ynder the mandates 
provided for in the treaties of peace. 
There is complaint in Great Britain 

that. the United States waited six 
months to take exception te the San 
Remo agreement, which seemed to 
contemplate the exclusion of the 
United States from the Mesopotamian 
oil fields. If the compact hetween 
Great Britain and France contained 
any features inconsistent with a 
trusteeship, there was no statute of 
limitationg to run against them. In 
the British press there is criticism of 
the United States for ‘* claiming equal 
“* rights in a country in which she 
** possessed no pre-war interests, in 
‘which she accepted no responsi- 
** bility and in which she incurred no 
** expense during or since the war.’’ 
This is an implication that Great 
Britain, haying made a campaign in 
Mesopotamia and accepted the man- 
datory, responsibility, _has. superior 
rights and interests there. But the 
British campaign was a part or an 
incident of the war, which as a matter 
eof fact was won in France. The 
British cannot agsert rights of con- 
quest in Mesopotamia. As one of the 
victors the United States must be con- 
sulted. about the open door in Meso- 
potamia whether it joins the League or 
not. Secretary Co.sr was maintaining

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VANDERLIP’S EMPIRE. 

Russia today may or may not be & 
great political laboratory; but there 
is no doubt of its high standing as a 
psychological laboratory.

In that reported speech LENIN sald: | 


** By granting mining and industrial 
** concessions to Ameriea [that is, 
to VANDERLIP] we disturb relations 
‘* between Japan and the.

** States. We shall make the best of 
** this situation.’’ Why should it not 
be true? Bolshevist leaders have been 
preaching this sort of thing for a 
long time. And. whether or not that 
was LENIN’S purpose in making this 
arrangement, the thought seems to 
have been in the mind of .VaNpDERLIP. 
We gather that from VAanperiip him- 
self. 

Tt is a great histeric document, this 
Thanksgiving address of WasHINGTON

It is this last statement that 'our critic 
denies, and he asserts, on the strength 
of his’ own experience as “& Student of 
languages, that in the order of increas-

As a statement of pefsonal experience 
that, of course, must be accepted as 
true, but certainly it ig not true for 
everybody. Whether'a giyen language 
is for a given person hard or easy to 
learn depends on many circumstances. : 
Tntrinsically, they @ll seem to be on @ 
level, forall of them \are acquired as 
mother tongue by young children with 
the same facility and perfection, and 
quite without conscious effort in any 
In later. life the effort becomes very 
conscious indeed, and that fact indicates 
the existence of something radically 
wrong in language teaching as carried 
on in schools and colleges the world 
ever. Now and then somebody comes 
along, like Sir Ricnarp BugTON, or 
Grorce Borrow or HENRY SCHLIEMANN, to 
whom the real learning of any language 
is a.matter of a few months, but in the 
blographies of all such persons the fact 
stands out that they scorned both gram- 
mars and dictionaries, and used a 
** method * that approximated more or 
less closely the one fellowed by children 
every where. 


Not only do very young 
Some Who children. acquire their 
Know mother tongue, whatever 
it may be, with little or 
the Secret. nothing of conscious ef- 
fort, but with none of the “‘ parsing,’ 
the writing of exercises and the learning 
of paradigms that form, or, at any rate, 
until recently, did form, so much of the 
language student’s work -in_ school. 
Many a sailor on ships touching occa- 
sionally at Spanish ports hag learned, 
with no other instruction than what he 
got in water-front groggeries, about as 
much of the language of Cervantes 
as that sailor knew of his own, and 
uses it with about equal facility. So he 
does at other ports, where like oppor- 
tunities present themselves. His vocabu- 
lary is small, his locutions barbarous, 
but ‘‘ he can get along,"’ as the saying is, 
in the foreign port, and that is more 
than can be said for many a student whe 
has labored for years and years over his 
books. 

It is that student te whom one lan- 
guage is easier of acquisition than. an- 
other, and probably for no two. students 
do languages stand in the same order ag 
regards difficulty of acquisition.

SPECIAL MEETING IS HELD 


Members of Governing Board Reach 
Decision on What They Saw at 
Jackson-Dundee Bout. 


Evidence that the State Boxing Com- 
mission will act quickly on proof of 
any infrgctions of the boxing law was 


Comunissioners, at. a special meeting, re- 
voked the permit recently issued to the 
Central Manhattan Boxing Club to con- 
uct shows at the’ Manhattan Casino,’ 
155th Street and Eighth Avenue. The 
club opened its doors Monday night with 
a Mo Pcgghenr featured by a bout between 
Willie ‘Jackson and Johnny Dundee. 
Within twenty-four hours the club offi- 
cially passed.out of existence. 
All the Commissioners were present 
Monday night when the club conducted 
its first show. The conditions which 
prevailed caused Chairman Joseph John- 
son to call a special meeting for yes- 
terday afternoon, and it was attended 
by all the members of-the commission. 
At the close of the meeting the following 
statement was issued 

gh ory SP Section 3 of the boxing 
law, the St&te Boxing Pecicienion has 
revoked the permit of the . Central 
Manhattan Boxing Club, having 4 
lease upon the premises of the Man- 
hattan Casino, at 155th Street and 
Eighth Avenue. The Boxing Commis- 
sioners reached this decision after -all 
had witnessed the infractions of the 
boxing law, the laws of safety and 
fire prevention, and a complete disre- 
gard of the rights and comfort of the 
ticket holdérs at the contest held on 

Monday evening, Nov. 29. 


Too Much Congestion. 


No attempt was made to get members 
of the Manhattan Club to explain con- 
ditions. The Commissioners had ob- 
served closely how affairs had been 
conducted, and even: had threatened 
during the boxing show to force the 
calling off of the main bout unless the 
aisles were cleared. The. congestion in 
the aisles! was so bad at one time that 
ticket holders found it impossible toa 
reach their seats. Other ticket holders 
were unable to get their seats owing to 
the fact that they were occupied by 
others, It was a urn to the condi- 
tions which prevail during some. of 
he big bouts when the Frawley law 
allowed boxing here, and the new com- 
mission hud gone on record as deter- 
mined to use drastic means to prevent 
such occurrences during contests held 
under. their supervision. 

The club which held the permit to hold 
boxing contests at. the anhattan Ca= 
sino had to wait some time before its 
license was issued. ‘The lease which 
was filed with the original application 
for.a permit did not meet with. the ap- 
proval of the Boxing Commission, and 
it was only recently that the -decision 
was reached to give the club its neces- 
sary, license.' Jimmy Johnston, well 
known in boxing circles as a manager 
and matchmaker, served in this dual 
capacity for the new club. 

The action taken by the commission 
yesterday was the first of its kind under 
the new law, which provides that a 
permit may be revoked upon the *‘ vio- 
lation of any rule, regulation or order- 
of the commissiom’’ It may be taken as 
serving notice on all chibe. that all the; 
rules which were drawn up by the new 
commission are to be rigidly enforced 
and that punishment will be meted out 
quickly for violations. : 

Refund for Ticket Holders. : 

The crowd that gathered Monday night 
to see the Jackson-Dundee bout: greatly 
exceeded the capacity of the Manhattan’ 
Casino, and apparently proved too much 
for the club officials; Many who had 
purchased tickets in advance found se 
arriving at the club that they could n 
get in. Money was refunded in thesé 
instances, but the commission takes the 
stand that these ticket holders were 
entitled to more than a refund, that 
they should have been protected earlier 
by the club. officials to the extent of 
having seats reserved for them. 

According to a statement issued yes- 
terday. the bout was not a financial 
success. The promoters had guaranteed 
$10,000 each to Jackson and Dundee, 
and the receipts amounted to less than 
$19,000, or not enough to pay the prin- 
ecipals in the main bout. . The deficit 
also. included varioiis. other . expenses 
incurred in the-staging of the bout.

thority in American golf. The Western 
organization has grown to include nearly 
300 clubs as members, while the United 
States Golf Association has nearly 400 
members, of which about a fourth of the 
clubs are active and voting. Of these 
active members nearly fifty are in West- 
ern Association territory; but leaders in 
the Western Association have frequently 

charged that the United States Golf 
Giseriation is largely controlled in the

Whose identity. little is known, a Rus- 
sian mystic and ‘an ardent supporter of 
Czarism, claims to have ved thehr 
in Russia, in 1901, in. manuscript form, 
from a Russian officeholder, who stated 
that the manuscript had been originally 
obtained by a lady, whose name is not 
given, and who, he said, obtained them 
in @ mysterious way. In what -lan- 
guage they were written is not stated. 
Where that manuscript now is does not 
appear. Nilus asserts that he submit- 
ted -the protécols to one of the Russian 
Grand Dukes, who, after examination, 
returned them with the despairing mes- 
sage, “‘'Too late.’’ Apparently there 
was no room,for them in the Russian 


for the Czar’s ubiquitous police ‘to’ per- 
form. In 1905 Nilus published at Tsar- 
skoe Selo a second edition of a mystical 
book entitled ‘‘ The Great in the Little,’ 
the first edition having been published 
in 1901.,. Into this later edition he in- 
corporated for. the first time the pro- 
tocols,; which he claimed to have had in 
his possession for four years. In Janu-

Tchi- 
cherin, who has conducted their foreign 
affairs, Bucharin, Krassin and Kalinin, 
all’ non-Jews, - are, with Lenin, the 
brains of the Communist Party. 
The Bolshevist Cabinet, known as the 
People’s Commissars, consists of twenty 
members, of whom Trotsky_and Sverdlov 
aré the only Jews, and they are Jews 
merely by birth. Of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, includ- 
ing Troteky, there ‘are four Jews out 
of thirteen. The so-called Extraordinary

An overwhelming majority of Russian 
Jews have been ruined by the coercive 
measures” of the Soviets. They have 
submitted to. the confiscation of their 
property and are undergoing. unspeak- 
able .hardships. The Orthodox Jews, 
whose numbers preponderate, remaining 
loyal tothe faith of their fathers, re- 
gard the Bolsheviki as the enemiés of all 
religion, and, therefore, hold’ the doc- 
trinds..of Bolshevism in  abhorrerige. 
With comparatively few exceptions the 
Jews are looked upon by the Bolsheviki 
as belonging to the hated bourgeoisie 
and as favoring capitalism. The Zion- 
ists, who constitute a numerous and im- 
portant elemient of the Jews. of Russia, 
have been denounced by the Soviets as 
counter-revolutionary, and many of 
them have: been gast into prison and

Man/Electric Power Plant When 
Workmen Leave Rome and 
Tuscan Cities Dark. 


ROME,. Nov. 30:—As-a result of the 
strike of electricians in the central 
power station at Terni, about thirty- 
five miles north of Rome, seriously af- 
fecting the lighting of this city and 
nearly all the large cities of Tuscany, 





-{the authorities at midnight last night}, 


occupied the stations and took over the 
control of the switchboards. Cordons 
of police were placed around the plants 
with strict instructions as to admittance 
to them. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
today by the semi-official Stefani Agen- 
cy, which added that the technical. ser- 
vice was being maintained by the local 
and military engineers and that no 
trouble occurred during the occupation 
of the stations. All the political parties 
are congratulating the Government on 
its energetic action.

WATCH TO BE KEPT 
ON PLYMOUTH ROCK 


Contract Is Awarded for Lower- 
ing It to the Sea Level and 


Removing the Canopy. 


BOSTON, Nov. 30.—The lowering of 
Plymouth Rock to shore level: and re- 
moval of the canopy over it were pro- 
vided for tn a contract awarded by the 
Pilgrim Tercentenary Commission today. 

It is stipulated in the contract that the 

be handled with the greatest care. 
As soon as it is exposed by the opening 
of the canopy a guard will be placed to 
watch it night and day until it has been 
set down in its permanent foundation, 
the granite base from which it was 
broken in 1774;-- when a- twenty-yoke 
oxen team dragged it to Town canes 
for use as a base for a flag pole. In 
1823 it was taken to Pilgrim Hall and 
about forty years ago it was returned 
to its present location .on the shore of 
Plymouth Harbor. The foundation 
ledge liew about seven feet. below. the 
oe level of the rock.

The equally precipitous 
decline since the midsummer is only a 
supplement to the market’s experience 
after the famous silver purchase law of 
1890, which sent up the London price 
from 43% pence to 54% in five months 


years, What has actually happened this 
year is that the rise in silver aftér 1916 
drew into the market not only all the 
product of the mines but the melted-up 
plate and silver coin of all Europe. 
China and India absorbed the resultant 
surplus as long as their trade was 
‘“*booming,’”” but the present severe re- 
action in Oriental trade is now apPar- 
ently throwing it back of the market.

Reform in Methods of: Retail 
- Distribution Also Likely, Na- 
sional City Review Says. 


FARM BUYING POWER HIT 


Labor, the Article Holds, Must Bear 
Its Share of: the Burden in 
Form of Reduced Wages. 


The National City Bank’ in its Novem- 
ber discussion of business conditions as- 
serts that the. downward movement of 
prices has gone too far in some direc- 
tions for confidence-to be restored or 
buying stimulated until it has gone fur- 
ther in other directions. . 

“ There can be no restoration of con- 
fidence,’’ the bank adds, ‘ until retail 
prices are in line with producers’ prices. 
This is no time for recriminations about 
the blame for high prices or large 


“The situation may result in perma- 
nent changes in the methods'of retail 
distribution. The tendency has been to- 
ward chain stores and. distribution on 
a large scale by people-who buy’ direct 
from producers or through agencies con- 
troHed by producers. The present dead- 
lock and inability of producers to make 
their reductions effective to consumers 
will stimulate ‘it. More shoe factories 
are going to have their own retail stores 
for the sake of ‘controlling prices 
to the public. The farmers are aroused 
over the failure of. retail prices upon 
fruits.and other products to come down 
~~ thereby stimulate consumption when 

ucts are perishing. Possibly the 
Staller sometimes gets more blame than 
is coming to him, but this is a time 
when it behooves every one to play the 
game of co-operation so openly that ail 
can see what he is doing.’’ 

In. discussing. the situation as related 
to the Taruaere, it is asserted that tht 
loss of purehasing power amounts to 30 
or 40 per cent, or between $6,000,000,000 
and $5, 000, 000 as compared with last 
year. “It would be foolish,’’ says the 
bank, “‘ for people engaged iw other in- 
dustries to think-they can go on making 
and selling goods as though this loss 
had not .occurred, while. enjoying the 
benefit of the reduction in the cost of 
farm products. The condition necessary 
to a revival in business is held to be 
a reduction in “the price of goods which 
the farming population wants to buy 
to correspond with-the reduction in the 
prices of what it has to sell. 

‘Until then the: state of reciprocity 


ment of labor and general prosperity 
feannot exist. ‘Fhe equilibrium must be 
restored. There will be no confidence 
fn the situation until the equilibrium is 
restored. Merchants are not going to 
buy goods which pag & know their cus- 
tomers are unable to buy, railroads will 
not buy equipment to carry goods which 
will: not be bought, construction work 
will be at a standstill, enterprise will 
be dead, until a basis of fair ex hange 
for the ‘products of the industries is 
reached.’ 

The stand of organized lalor against 
a reduction in wages is held ‘to be nat- 
ural, since no one wants to take the 
back track, but the bank points out 
that, as wages and farm products went 
up. fairly, well together, it is a mistake 
te. think that they are not coming down 
together, for they are tied together by 
economic law. “ "We do not believe the 
wage-earning class will be obdurate,’’ 
says the bank, bie orate the situation “ 
understood in all its rélations.
